INDEX could not be avoided. This does not diminish 
the bibliography's worth, however, because many of 
these books have never been used. In cases where 
the same essay appears in different books (such as the 
Dyson article on-Swift), both books have been retained. 
This will assure maximum availability to the cited--^. 
material. 

The authors included in this list are based upon obser- 
vation of topics chosen by Third Classmen for their 
annual English paper. The arrangement is: Alpha- 
betical by the authors who may be chosen as a topic. 
Under each of these, by Dewey Classification, follows 
the list of books in which one may find reference to the 
chosen author. 

It is hoped.'that this list will aid the cadet who wishes 
to proceed without the help of a librarian.
